LonDoN, October 28.—American opinion of 
Chamberlain’s mission, which hag been pub- 
lished in full here, exactly reflects the pre- 
vailing judgment among English politicians 
of all classes. Even the Conservative Stand- 
ard admits thatthe mission may fail, owing 
largely to the attitude of the Senate. Cham- 
berlain’s want of tact and temper, which is 
familiar here to every one who knows him 
privately, has ruined so many interests 
which he has championed that another failure 
would be a matter of no surprise. 

THE DYNAMITE SCARE. 

Public opinion is mucb puzzied by the way 
in which the treasury detective authorities 
have published evidence concerning the sup- 
posed latest dynamite plot. The obvious in- 
tention onthe partof the treasury has been 
to dumage the Irish eause and connect, as far 
as possible, the Parneilite party with Neville 
and other conspirators.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, October 28.—M. Wilson professes to 
be overjoyed at the resolution passed by the 
Chamber in favor of a parliamentary inquiry, 
and he hopes to be able to give his colleagues 
satisfactory explanations respecting his con- 
nection with the traffic in decorations. -Yes- 
terday afternoon the deputies met in their 
bureaus, not for the purpose of forminga 
committee at once, but simply to decide as to 
whether it should be appointed or nut. The 
result of the voting showed that of 
eleven members comprising the bureau 
ten were in favor of an inquiry. 
Those who are to form the committee 
of inquiry comprised one Republican, six 
Radicals and three Conservatives. Although 
the motion only calls for an inquiry relative to 
the newspaper rumors about the traffic in dec- 
orations, it is to be observed that most of the 
members who have been elected have received 
instructions to insiston the fullest investiga- 
tion of the matter.

A FEAR OF COMING EVENTS.

Henri Rochefort, the editor of the Intrans!- 
gient, who has been one of the most 
bitter of M. Wilson’s foes, has also 
spoken of the great subject of the day, 
and in & manner even more 0brutally 
frank than the editorofthe Paris.

for $3,000 to C. 8S. Greeley, and the Se 
of the sale of the bank books to W. B. Thomp- 
son for $50. 

The bank loaned $25,000 on the farm property 
and B. F. Hammett bid $21,770 for it. The 
rental revenue is $1,500 per annum.

TEEMER TRIUMPHS. 


THE M’KFESPORT OARSMAN IS STILL TEE 
CHAMPION OF AMERICA. 


He Outrows “Our Jake” en Lake Marana- 
cook To-Day—The St. Louis Sculler Pad- 
dies Home Halfa Mile to the Rear— 
Slow Time on Good Water—How the 
Race Was Wen and Lost—The Setting — 
in Favor of Teemer to the Tune of 6100 
to $60 and $100 to $50—St. John Refuses 
to Increase the Stakes to $2,500 a Side— 
The Ravwe Described. }

LAKE MARANACOOK, Me., October 283.—The 
weather this morning was all that could be de- 
sired and the water good,but the predictions of 
a close and fast race werenot borne out by the 
result.

James F. Ormond, who had been selected as 
the umpire, arrived on the noon train yester- 
day, accompanied by several of the Boston 
and Portland sports. 

The postponement yesterday was a disap- 
polntment to many, as fully 3,000 people were 
present and did not leave the lake until after 5 
p. m., when the umpire decided there would 
be no race. 

Betting yesterday was very lively and at big 
odds. Teemer hadthe call at 100 to @, and 
100 to 50 in many cases.

TEEMER AND GAUDAUR 
were stirring and outfor awalk. The feeling 
between these twomen is not of the best, 
owing to a little war of words that passed be- 
tween them yesterday. 

The judges were selected yesterday and were 
as foliows: Atthe startand finish, Al Hamm 
for Teemer and George Lee for Gau- 
daur. At the turning stake, Wal- 
lace Ross for Teemer and Peter Conley 
for Gaudaur. Owingto the inability of the 
steamer Messalonskee to keep up with the 
contestants the appointment of a starter was 
deemed advisable and John Kennedy, the 
well-known oarsman, was selected. 

The men were sent away at 9 o'clock.

A BEMNANT OF $10,000 IN THE HANDS OF 


THE G. A. BR. COMMITTEE. 


Proposed Diversion ef the Fuad tothe Enter- 
tainment of the National Political Con- 
ventions—What the Committee Members 
Say—A Circular Letter to the Members of 
the Republican National Committee. 


The committee having charge of the ar- 
rangements for the entertainment of the Grand 
Army ofthe Republic will have, before it finally 
ceases to exist, to solve a problem that is now 
beginning to keep the membersawake o' nights, 
There will be, when ail the bills are paid, from

The Ke 
publicans have begun actively to 
work for the National Republican 
Convention, and are very confident 
of success. They will work with vim, and if 
properly supported and assisted should ac- 
complish their object. The Democrats have 
been quietly working for some times, and have 
secured such piedges as convince them they 
will succeed in bringing the National Demo- 
cratic Convention to St. Louis. Large 
numbers of people will be brought to 
the city by both conventions,and their enter- 
tainment in a proper wanner willcost a con- 
siderable sum of money.

WHERE’S THE MONEY? 


The Question That Bothered the African 
Methodist Conference To-Day. 


To-day’s session of the African Methodist 
Conference was begun at9 a.m. with devo- 
tional exercises ied by Rev. Wm. Martin, who 
occupied the chair till Bishop Brown came in. 
Reports were called for from the districts and 
the First and Second Districts reported. The 
First District comprises four stations, two 
circuits and four missions, all of 
which were reported in good condition, 
religiously and financially. When the Second 
District came up a dispute arouse over the do!- 
lar money collected last year at Charleston. 
Rev. W. 8B. White, Presiding Elder, said the 
money had been sent to Dr. Arnett, 
Financial Secretary, at Nashville, Tenn. 
br. Arnett was present and stated that he had 
not received the money. Rev. Mr. White said 
he would be responsible for the amount 
—$S8. Mr. White also thought’ Rev.

THE B. & O, DEAL. 


A Personal Friend of Garrett Makes an In- 
teresting Statement. 


BALTIMORE, Md., October 28.—In speaking of 
Robert Garrett, Mr. Charles J. Peshall, & 
prominent New Jersey attorney, and an iInti- 
mate friend of the ex-President, said: ‘*Mr.

: A NEW LAW 


LAPSE AT THE CITY HALL. 


Paying for Street Sprinkling by Spe- 
clal Tax on the Property-Owners— 
The City Counselor Prepares the Bill— 
Harbor Commissioner Murphy's Views 
on the River Convention—Municipal Mat- 
ters. 


City Counselor Bell has prepared an ordi- 
nance at the request of Councilman Blakely, 
the purpose of which isto hold a special elec- 
tion on the last Tuesday in February, 1888, at 
which an amendment to the city charter is to 
be submitted to the voters, which provides 
that the cost of sprinkling the streets and 
public places of the city shall thence- 
forward be levied as a special tax by 
the front foot on property fronting or border- 
ing on the street or public place sprinkiecd. 
This plan will relieve the municipal revenue 
ofa heavy charge. Itis estimated that under 
the above amendment the cost of sprinkling 
for the entire season will not exceed 10 cents 
per front foot, that is $2.50 for a twenty-five 
foot lot for the entire sprinkling season. 

Every officer atthe City Hall is strongly in 
favorof the ordinance. It is conceded thata 
city with only $8,500,000 for municipal 
revenug cannot spend $200,000 for sprinkling. 
According to the experiment which bas 
just been tried the city cannot do the sprink- 
ling for much less than a quarter of a million 
dollars a year. Though only required by 
the present terms of the ordinance to sprinkle 
twice a day, the contractor in many 
instances secured the work at the rate of 
se $100 per mile. To secure $80,000 for 
sprinkling, the Ways and Means Committee of 
the Council and the House of 
D legates were compelled to cut 
short the appropriations of several 
of the departments last June. There is a 
slight prospect of commencing the work of 
building a City Hall, but if the city is com- 
pelled to pay over to the sprink- 
ling fund 200 ,000 a year it will 
check the City Hall project completely. The 
experiment tried forthe first time this sum- 
mer has not been perfectly satisfactory. The 
best that can be done by the city is 
to organize a thorough supervision 
of the work. Comptroller Campbell and Pres- 
ident Flad of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments strongly indorse the ordinance, which 
will doubtless be passed. This will 
give to the people the ch ice be- 
tween the old unscaled style of 
demanding from householders whatever they 
may be willing to give up, or to have the work 
done by the city to bepaid for out of the 
general revenue. Itis thought that such an 
~> —apemaeeg would carry withgut much oppo- 
sition, 


Commissioner Murphy’s Report. 


In his report to the Mayor, Harbor Commis- 
sioner Murphy states that at the Waterways 
Convention ,held at Memphison the 20th and 
2ist inst.,a radical departure was taken in that 


portion of the resolutions which advised that 
full and unqualified support be given to the 
river and harbor bill annually 
introduced into Congress. The resolutions 
state ineffect that this is the only way in 
which the West, Northwest and Southwest can 
hope for the appropriations needed for the 
proper improvement of the Western water- 
wayssystem. The plan heretofore has been 
for independent measures to be introduced 
into Congress and an attempt made 
to force ieyislation upon the merits of the im- 
provements required. This has been found to 
be a failure, and if the resolutions are viewed 
favorably by the Members of Congress in this 
valley one may expect to see a new line of 
policy adopted with regard to waterways 
legisiation, 

He also refers to the fact that we have in 
this State the Missouri, Osage and Gasconade 
Rivers, all navigabie or capable of being made 
so permanently, and all tributary directly or 
collaterally to the Mississippi, which flows 
from the northern to the southern border of 
the State, adding millions of dollars annually 
to the commerce of St. Louis. The Illinois 
River, he states, is also directly tributary to 
us and of great importance tothe Marine and 
Mercantile interests of the city. He suggests 
that Mayor Francis, because of his position as 
Chief Executive is in a position to take a lead- 
ing partin the work of the improvements of 
the Western waterways.

HeaJth Commissioner Dudley has submitted 
apowder to City Counsellor Bell, together 
with the law bearing on his office, and 
asks his advice concerning the law as 
applied to this particular case, which he be- 
lieves comes under the statutory prohibition 
and makes persons peddling it liable for 
practicing as physicians. 

To-day several smal! building permits were 
issued to parties who have been tempted to 
undertake some alterations by the pleasant 
weather. Only one building permit of any 
consequence was issued during the day. 

The reports returned to the Board of Health 
to-day show that diphtheria is spreading in 
the western part of the city. 

The workmen have completed the renova- 
tion of the Council and House of Delegates 
chambers which are nowready for the recep- 
tion of the city fathers. 

Delegate Charles Keenan, who has been sick 
at bis home on Seventh and Biddle streets, is 
recovering rapidly and expects to attend the 
next session of the House. 

Manager Tredway of the Cable Company 
says he will not appear at the City Hall this 
winter as an applicant for ordinances. 

City Register Tracy to-day forwarded toa 
gentieman at Pittsburg a copy of St. Louis an- 
nual reports.

In 1878, to which the doctor refers, the New 
York oflicers did precisely the same thing as 
inthis instance. Someof the immigrants at 
that time drifted to New Orleansand others to 
Minnesota, and cholera broke out the follow- 
ing spring, caused by the clothing.

The Alleged Stokes-Mackay-Garrett Com.- 
bine Against Jay Gould. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, October 28.—The interest ex- 
cited by recent changesinthe ownership of 
telegraph stock was greatly heightened last 
evening by arumor current on the streeta 
that E. 8. Stokes, J. W. Ma kay and Robert 
Garrett had entered into a combination 
against Jay Gould. Mr. Stokes was seen by 
the PoOsT-DISPATOH correspondent at his 
rooms in Twenty-fifth street. When asked 
about the combination between himself, Mac- 


kay and Garrett, be laughed and said: 

‘*Garrett? Garrett? Why, Garrett is out in 
Mexico. This story of a combination is all 
nonsense; nothing of the sort has taken place. 
The way in which it originated is this: The 
Baltimore & Ohio, which has recently become 
merged inthe Western Union, was carrying 
messages On some of its lines at rates that 
were simply ruinous. From Duluth to Mil- 
waukee, for instance, 5 cents; from New York 
to Chicago or from Chicago to St. Louis, at 
rates that were ruinous. That, of course, 
had a bad effect onaill lines competing and 
now what they have done, and all we have 
done, is to determine to rearrange our rates 
on those lines.’’ 

‘*Were the low rates charged on those lines 
simply competitive?’’ 

‘*‘No, they were simply ruinous. There has 
been nothing done, as lsay, except to deter- 
wine on the changes which will go into effect 
within aday or two. But there will be no 
change in press rates and we that the 
public will have reason to regret- The rates 
will be substantially those of the Western 
Union.’’. 

A gentleman somewhat conversant with the 
goeulp regarding telegraph matters, said to the 
reporter: ‘‘The existence of such a combine 
as you mention would be a hard thing to dem- 
onstrate, and especially would it be eo hard to 
associate Garrett with the scheme, as he is 
substantially out of the telegraph business. 
It is barely possible that Stokes and Mackay 
have made a coalition extraordinary. Mackay 
virtually owns the United Lines and, perhaps, 
with the capital he and Stokes represent, they 
could run the United Lines in liveiy opposition 
tothe Western Union iong enough to make a 
depreciation to serve the purposes of heavy 
speculation Butforall purpvses of compe- 
tition Gould’s new acquired property 
is available. Perhaps it is not true, 
but I have heard it on good authority that 
the Press Association had combined to pur- 
chase the Baltimore & Ohio for their own uses 
and would buve done it in a week or more, but 
Gould shutthem out. Now, when he goobled 
up the Baltimore & Ohio merchants who had 
been set avainst Western Union would run to 
the United Lines. Butthe fact that the rates 
to be made are toconiorm nearly to those of 
the Western Union would make it look more 
as if there waa an all-around compact to raise 
the telegraph tolis.’’

THE DOOMED “REDS.” - 


ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE UNITED STATES 
SUPREME COURT FINISHED. 


Attorney-General Hunt Gives Up the Ke- 
mainder of His Time to States-Attorney 
Grinnell of Chicago—The Latter Talks 
on the Composition ofthe Jury—Gen. 
Butler Closes for the Defense and Ob- 
jects to Grinnell’s Speech. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., October 28.—When the 
United Stutes Supreme Court assembled at 
noon to-day Mr. Attorney-Genera) Hunt of 
Illinois eaid that as he had practically con- 
cluded his argument when the court adjourned 
yesterday afternoon he would not speak fur- 
ther, but would allow his associate, Mr. Grin- 
nell, to continue the argument in opposition 
to the motion for a writ of error. 

Mr. Grinnell said thatit had not been his in- 
tention to take part in the oral argument, but 
having some familiarity with the case, he 
would make a few suggestions, particularly 
with reference to the composition of 
the jury. After reviewing briefly the 
ground covered by the argument of Attorney- 
General Hunt yesterday, Mr. Grinnell said that 
so far as the composition of the jury was con- 
cerned, there was only one man on it to whom 
any objection was raised by the defense, and 
that was the man Sanford, who was the last 
juror selected. An attempt had been made, 
he said, to show tbat another juror 
named Denker bad also been objected 
to, but in reply to that it 
was only necessary to say that at 
the time the juror, Denker, was accepted the 
defense had the right to make 142 peremptory 
challenges. If they had objected to him very 
strongly they might have used one of these 
peremptory challenges to exclude him. After 
reviewing at some length the cases of 
Jurors Denker and Sanford Mr. Grinnell 
said that every man on the jury was 


duly qualified under the commonlaw. It was, 
he said with some feeling, a representative 
American jury, as good and Intelligent a jury 
as wus ever looked upon; it was in no sense a 
classjury. Threeof the jurymen were men 
who lubored with their hands. One of them 
was a man of foreign birth, and there was not 
a capitalist among them. With regard to 
the ‘‘unreasonable search and seizure,’’ Mr. 
Grinnell said he did not desire, and this was 
not the place, to apologize tor anything that 
he had donein thiscase. He believed, how- 
ever, that it had always been regarded as 
properto deprive a criminal of the instru- 
ments of his crime and to usesuch instru- 
ments as evidence aguinst him. It had been 
done when the pistol was taken by force from 
the assassin Guiteau, and, if he remembered 
rightly, Guiteau’s papers had also been 
seized. 

He recited the history of the bomb-throwing 
in Chicagoand enumerated the articles, such 
as bombs, dynamite, etc., which belonged to 
Spies, Lingg and others of the Anarch- 
ists, and which had been taken, not 
from their private boxes but § from 
their Arbeiter Zeitung office—the headquar- 
ters of the Anarchist party. He maintained 
that the question was not how did these 
articles get before the court, but what did they 
prove, and aguin referred tothe case of Ker 
vs. the People of Illinois, cited by the At- 
torney General of that State yesterday. 

BUTLER’S ARGUMENT. 

After speaking about forty minutes,. Mr. 
Grinnell closed and Gen. Butler rose and ob- 
jected to the latter part of Mr. Grin- 
neli’s argument on the ground that 
it went outside of thé printed = rec- 
ord and brought in extraneous mutter to 
which no reference had before been made; 
that this extraneous matter must be popular 
withthe courtor its introduction would not 
be permitted. He and his associates had 
been taken by surprise and he must ask more 
time in order to go into the case fully 
and show that the facts stated by Mr. Grinnell 
were nut in the record. If he should be wrong, 
he hoped that he would be corrected by men 
who did not advocate and defend man-steal- 
ing and property stealing. Mr. Butler at 1:20 
was still speaking. 

After reviewing the circumstances of the 
tragedy in the Haymarket in Chicago, and the 
trial of the prisoners, und con- 
tending as Mr. Tucker did yes- 
terday that petitioners had been deprived 
of the privileges and immunities of American 
citizenship as guaranteed by the Fourteenth 
Amendment, Gen. Butler proceeded toa con- 
sideration of the specia! and peculiar questions 
raised by the cases of Fielden and Spies, who 
are foreigners. He contended that treaties 
were the supreme law of the land, and that 
these prisoners were entitled, by virtue of 
treaties with Germany and Great Britain, to 
allthe rights and privileges of American citi- 
zens at the time such treaties were mude, 
A State had no powertotry these men be 
one of its own laws, which was notthe law of 
the land at the time the treaties were ratified. 
Hie did not mean, he said, 
that u foreigner could come 
into a State and break its laws 
with impunity, and that the State could not 
touch him, but he did mean that the State 
could only try him in uccordance with the law 
of the land—the whole land—at the time the 
treaty with his Government was made. This, 
he suid, was 

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION 

to every American citizen, because in return 
for the concessions made by this Gov- 
ernment in the treaty with Great srit- 
ain, the iovernment of that country 
had made similar concessions to us. Suppose 
that a citizen of the United States should go to 
Ireland and should make some remarks about 
the advantages of a Republican form of Goy- 
ernment, and sbould be arrested and tried b 
the Crimes Actin violation of the treaty, woul 
we not stand up and say that this man must be 
tried by a fair and impartial jury. He must be 
tried as an Englisbman would have been tried 
at the time the treaty was made, and that he 
cannot be dealt with ina more summary way 
under a later law? 

If this shovid happen, Gen. Butler said, he 
hoped the English authorities would not be 
abie to hold up to him a decision of the 
United States Supreme Court sustaining the 
right to try an Englishman by the local taw of 
a State, which was nothing. but a swamp anda 
howling wilderness at the time the treaty was 
ratified. 

Gen. Butler finished speaking at 2:45 and 
the Court proceeded with the call of the 
docket.

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ALL DEFECTIVE, 


The Petitions Before Gov. Oglesby in the 
Cases of the Doomed Anarchists. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., October 28.—It is a curious 
fact that among all the communications that 
have reached the Governor for and against 
clemency for the Anarchists thereis but one 
formal petition, and that is mailed from a 
sinall interior town in New York. The main 
body of all the other literature on the Gover- 
nor’s desk consists of personal appeals and 
remonstrances. It has already become 
an interesting question, therefore, wheth- 
er there is such a case before the 
Governor in behaif of these prisoners as 
he could act upon. In fact, the Governor says 
that no such application or petition as is con- 
templated in the law has been filed by any of 
the nen under sentence in Cook County, in 
whatis known as the Anarchists case. The 
legal provision made asto the manner of ap- 
plying requires that the application shall be 
mude by petition in writing to the Governor, 


| Signed by the party under conviction or other 


persons in his behalf, sball contain a brief 
history ofthe case andthe reasons why such 
pardon should be granted, and shall aiso be 
xccompanied Dy astatement in writing made 
by the Judge and Prosecuting Attorney 
ot the court in which the conviction 
hud, stating their opinion . regard- 
ing the case, or, in the absence of a 
Btatement of their opinion, satisfactory 
reasons must be given to the “Governor why 
such statement does not accompany the pe- 
tition, and finally itis made the duty of the 
Judge and Prosecuting Attorney to give such 
opinion whenever such petition is presented 
to them. None of these legai formalities have 
yet been complied with. Whether the. Goy- 
ernor would cousidera case not conforming 
to these legal requirements can only be in- 
ferred. When questioned on the point he 
simply replied: 

‘*] presume the Governor might, on his mo- 
tion and without any application, pardon out 
of the penitentiary any convict he chose or any 
number of them, and that if he did they weuld 
be safely out, but the Govgruor would be liable

As to the requirement that the application

6 person condemned, he must so act 
as an attorney or agent, and at the solicitation 
or request of the person condemned, In other 
words, the petition must represent the actual 


wish of the party under conviction. The letter

A DASTARDLY DEED. 


A Train On the Rock Island Road Wrecked 
Near Joliet, 
By Telegraph to the PosT-VISPATCH. 

JOLIET, Ill., October 28.—A dastardly case 
of train-wrecking occurred on the Rock Isiand 
road early this morning between Joliet and 
Morris. The west- bound freight due at Joliet at 
2a. m. was thrown from the track, piling the 
cars in such a manner asto completely block the 
road for several hours. The villains piled some 
timbers and telegraph poles across the track, 
which derailed the locomotive, and which 
hurled the cars upon and areund the en- 
gine, killing almost instantly Engineer John 
Mills and his flreman and severely 
injuring the head brakeman, who was discov- 
ered pinioned among the debris where he 
had been held for two hours. A 
wrecking relief train to clear the tracks was 
sent from Chicago. The deed was committed 
in the locality where the great express rob- 
bery occurred two years ago,in which Mes- 
senger Nichols lost his life. 


Later Details. 


JOLIET, Ill., October 28.—A telegraph pole 
laid across the Rock Island Rail- 
road between Menooka, and Morris, this 
morning about 8 o’clock, wrecked Freight 
train No. 16. EngineerJohn Mills and Fire- 
man Orff were instantly killed and the head 
brakeinan was fatally injured. The 
miscreants doubtless intended to wreck the 
Kansas City express, due here at 4:20a. m. 
The passenger train was fifteen minutes late, 
and the freight pulled out ahead to runto 
Menooka, striking the obstruction with the 
result as stated. 

GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

LATER—Excitement here over the Rock 
Island wreck continues to grow since 
it has been befinitely ascertained 
that the construction was placed 
on the track with the deliberate 
purpose of wrecking the passenger train. The 
excitement is augmented by the growing belief 
that the Schwartz-Watt express-car mur- 
der and robbery gang planned the crime. 
Large rewards have already been offered by 
the Rock Island Company and detectives are 
on the ground. 


THE WIND DID IT. 


A Popular Delusion Dispelled by Science— 
The Weather. 


A very singular phenomenon has come out 
of a comparison of the city and the Forest Park 
weather observations. There is a pop- 
ular belief that the wind has no 


effect upon thermometrical readings. This 
has been completely upset by the readings of 
this week, Tuesduy night when it was 
80 cold it was 24 deg. in the 
city and 22 deg. in the Park. 
The wind at both places was about the same. 
But the next night, Wednesday, the reading 
was 33 deg.in the city and 20in the park,a 
difference of thirteen degrees. Observer 
Chappel explains this by the fact that 
itwas almost a dead calm inthe city while at 
the park there wasasteady ten-mile wind. 
The heat of the city’s buildings accumulated 
during the day not being carried off by an 

wind the thermometer was materially af- 
fected. 

The thermometer rose to 69 degs. here to- 
day, the hizhest it has been for a week. As 
the lowest Was 38 deg. at 6a. m., the daily 
range of 31 deg., unusually great, is recorded. 
To-morrow will be as warmif not warmer. 
There is no sign of rain. 


MURDERED AND SHIPPED. 


The Ghastly Discovery Made at a Depot in 
Chicago, 


CHICAGO, October 28.—In a carriage shipped 
from New York to Studebaker Brothers at 
the Pennsylvania Depot, at Adams street, was 
found this afternoon the body of a murdered 


man. W.H. Crane was superintending the 
unloading of a Gondola car,upon which was a 
carriage consigned to Studebuker’s wawon fac- 
tory.Mr.Crane,in looking through the window, 
of the vehicle was horrified to see, lying fuce 
downward across the seat, the body of a man. 
It was found upon opening the door that 
the corpse was that of a young man 
21 or 32 years old, 5 feet 8 inches in height, 
slight mustache, light brown beard,dark trous- 
ers, softfelt hat, laced shoes and a rubber 
coat. Under his hat was a builet hole. Inthe 
pockets were found ticket for areception and 
au restaurant check, The fermer was for an en- 
tertainmentto be given to-night by Beaver 
Valley Assembly of Glass-packers No. 10, 
at Workingmen’s Rink, Rochester, Pa. The 
check was for 40 cents at Abel’s restaurant. 
The murder is supposed to have occurred in 
New York.

Threatened With Arrest. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., October 28.—United 
States District Attorney Carey has received a 
telegrain from the Sheriff of Mendocino 
County, Informing him that he was gathering 
a posse to capture Capt. Shaw, whom Gen. 
Howard had sent in command of United States 
troops to eject sheep-hberders and others 
from the Round Valley Indian Reservation 
inthis State. The telegram also stated that 
the State Court had issued awrit of —. 
tion ordering Capt. Shaw to esist 
from removing the _ trespassers, District 
Attorney Carey advised Gen. Howard to order 
Capt. Shaw to surrender to the Sheriff, which 
Gen. Howard declined to do without 
an orcer from the President or the 
Secretary of War.

INDIANA WHITE CAPS. 


A Gang of Vigilantes Who Use the Whip 
Freely. 

‘*Yes, sir, the White Caps whipped me last 
Wednesday,’’ drawled a pale-faced, lazy- 
looking young man, as he leaned over a rick- 
ety fence in the very wildest part of Harrison 
County, Indiana,in answer to a New York 
Times correspondent’s interrogation. The 
correspondent had heard of several recent 


outrages and had gone there on his tour of in- 
vestigation. The name of the individual re- 
ferredtois Joel Wright, and he lives on a 
small place in alittle hamlet called Shaker- 
ville, about eight miles east of Corydon. His 
property consists of land through which runs 
a huge ledge of rock. The story of his 
troubles with the ‘‘White Caps’’ is best told 
in his own language: 

‘‘lam a poorinan and live here with my 
wife and brother-in-law, lke Allen. I was 
always sort of weakly and never able to work 
much, and people said I was lazy, but I tell 
you the truth, 1 want to work as much as any- 
one but I can’t; I'm a sick man. Last Wednes- 
day night I was laying here in bed asleeping, 
jist as nice as any one would want to, when 
something got hoid of my throat. I was about 
halfawake by that time, and hollered out: 
‘My ——! Mirandy! (meaning my wife), War- 
ner’s dog has got me. I saw it was a man, an’ 
I hauled off an’ I knocked him over against 
Ike’s bed. Fhen two more of ’em grabbed 
ine, ’anI fittiilthey tied me. Then my wife 
she screamed, an’ was badskeered. The chil- 
dren cried, too, and begged ’em not to burt 
me. There were seven of the men‘ for I 
counted ’em. One of ’em had a lantern. They 
was dressed in common clothes, but each bad 
a handkerchief tied across his mouth and 
nose, an’ bis hat was pulled down so he could 
jist see. 

‘*Seein’ Icouldn’t do nuthin’, I went with 
them to a woods near here, where they 
stripped off my shirt an’ tied metoa saplin’. 
Then one man said: ‘Joel, there’s been lots 
of stealin, goin’ on 'bout here, and while we 
don’t say you did it, you're a sortof ano 
‘count fellow and don’t pervide for yer fam- 
ily. We’re goin’ to whip you, an’ if you don’t 
hump yourself an’ go to work we’ll come back 
an’ vive you another beatin’. This skeered 
me, but I'm not a nervous man, an’ I know’d 
I hadn’t done no wrong, so 1 jist said, kinder 
pleasant like: ‘Gentlemen, if I’ve done any- 
thing wrong I want to hang for it.’ ’’ 

‘*That kind of a bluff wouldn't work, 
though, would it, Joel?’’ said his wife, who 
had come out and stood near by, witha smile 
on her tace, while Joel related his experience. 

‘*As lI was sayin’,’’ continued Joel, whoisa 
great tulker and evidently slightly proud on 
account of the sudden prominence he bas se- 
cured by his ‘‘White Cap’’ experience, ‘‘one 
o’ ‘emcutasaplin’ an’ hit meseven or eight 
times with iton the bare back. It hurt like 
blazes, and when I hollered so much they 
stopped un’ run over to their horses, whic 
they gotonan’rid away. Joe Brown’s boy 
saw ’emright alterward over there near the 
cut. My little wirl came over an’ cut me 

lain’t over it yet; they hurt me pretty 


During the past week no less than twenty 
men have been taken out in different parts of 
the county and whipped by the white-capped 
vigilantes. Over in Spencer Township last 
week probably two of the most sensational 
cases took place. Aaron Bitner, a wealthy 
farmer over 60 years old, and ‘Squire John 
Hilderbrand were taken out and whipped 
until they were nearly dead. They live in a 
small setttlement on Big Indian Creek. At 
that place the reporter was unable to see the 
principals, as they were both in bed and their 
fumilies would not talk about the occurrence. 
From a talkative neighbor, however, the fol- 
lowing particulars were learned: 

Bitner wes a widower,and about four months 
ago he married a widow with one son about7 
years ofage. From the beginning, it is said, 
Bitner bad no affection for the boy and was 
continually abusing him. The young fellow 
was pretty wild, and after getting into sey- 
eral scrapes was, it it alleged, unmercifully 
whipped by his stepfather. A week ago the 
boy got into trouble again and the story Is 
that Bitner took him out toa shed to punish 
him. The reporter's informant aaid that 
fifteen minutes afterward the boy’s mother 
became alarmed and went out to see 
how the punishment was progressing. 
To her borror she beheld her son hanging from 
aratter witha clothes-line around his neck. 
Near by stood ber husband with a fiendish look 
upon his face. The mother screamed for help, 
which soon arrived, and after much difficulty 
the balf dead boy was restored to life, but he 
had a narrow escape, and even now is very ill 
from the effects of his terrible experience. The 
story of the alleged brutal outrage was soon 
noised about, and on Monday about twenty 
masked men rode into town and, taking Bit- 
ner, gave him the whipping he so richly de- 


served. 

Esquire Hildebrand threatened to kill his 
wife and dauwhter, and otherwise behaved 
very unbecomingly. He was flogged on the 
same night, and probably earned his punish. 
ment, for he was fined and put under bond 
before Esquire Slaughter on Friday for abus- 
ing his famiiy. 

Mott Station Is just now enjoying a little sen- 
sation of almost a similar character. Mott is 
avery appropriate name for the place, for 
there are as motley a crowd of people there as 
one would be abie to find anywhere on the 
face of the globe. On Thursday morning early 
risers found near the railway station the fol- 
lowing expressive note tacked up on a post: 

NOTICE.—Phil Zeiner, Harvey Emily, John Long 
and Robert Mott, the whisky ring, had better quit 
the way they area-doing If they don't they will be 
taken outandwhipped Bob Mott had better leave 
the county WHITE CAPS. 

There was great excitement among the 
men, and Mott immediately sold out and left. 
Theotbers, however, are doing better. On 
last Saturday nightthe ‘‘White Caps’’ woke 
Me the wrong man, and, although they nearly 
killed him, some of them will be sick for many 
daystooome. Fielding Berry is a farmer, 
pretty well advanced in years, with a power- 
ful physique, and lives on Biue River, near 
Milltown. Hearing of his whipping, the re- 
npr y rode out pny | to see him.

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reporter walked up tothe porch and pasttwo 
ferocious dogs, which growled ominously. At 
the door a middle-aged woman answered 
the summons and invited the re- 
porter into a very nice sitting-room.

1 attain even a certain elo- 
quence, and am conscious of an access of 
strength and suppleness as 1 play the 
oracle with these people. It isa healthy 
exercise to my capabilities, and an ex- 
perience that I very much need. Of 
course on the borderiand between these 
two sorts of people there are others—a 
very, very few—my most intimate friends, 
with whom I am reasonably at ease any- 
way, and need not feel my tongue tied 
by the others’ superiority. Butthe free 
contact with people below me in capa- 
bility | must have in a general way.”

HELD RESPONSIBLE. 


WHAT THE MERCHANTS’ BRIDGE COMPANY 
OWES THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE, 


President Frank Gaienne Thinks it About 
Time the Philanthropists Gave Some Ac- 
count of Their Stewardship—The Ex- 
change Gave its Money and Influence to 
the Bridge Project—The Investment to 
Date—Secretary Kelly Did Not Know it 
Was Loaded—John R, Holmes Willing to 
Retire, 


There were some people in St. Louls who 
were astonished on reading yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH to see John D. Perry quoted as say- 
ing of the Merchants’ Bridge project: ‘‘We 
have not attempted to raise the money yet. We 
have not come to that point.’’ The gen- 
eral impression for a long time past 
has been that there were some siwaller 
difficulties itn the way of the con- 
struction of the bridge—that the money was 
allassured. This impression was based partly 
on the remarks of Maj. ©. C. Rainwater as re- 
ported in one of the morning papers, par- 
ticularly his answer toa direct question con- 
cerning the matter of capital when he was 
quoted as saying: ‘‘Oh, there will be no 
trouble about that.’’ 5 

Another basis for this impression was the 
testimony of John oD. Perry before 
the committee of the Municipal 
Assembly having under consideration the 
terminal bill. One gentleman remembered 
hearing Mr. Perry say that he was going to 
New York to raise the money for the bridge 
and he hoped to take the assurance of a ter- 
minal franchise with him. Another gentle- 
man who was present at mostof the hearings 
say Mr. Perry place his hand on _ his 
breast pocket, and heard him say at 
the same time that he had con- 
tracts there for several million dollars, 
presumably for the construction ofa bridge. 
It was at this time that Mr. Johnson, attorney 
for the Main street property-owners, made 
merry with Mr. Perry by inquiring whether 
these millions included the money for the con- 
struction of the Missouri Central road. 

WHAT IT HAS COST. 

The amount of money put into the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge by the seven pro- 
jectors of the scheme is ubout as 
follows: The company spent about 
2,000 for incidentals, most of this being ad- 
vanced by some of the gentlemen concerned. 
Not long agoit was determined to make the 
soundings, which have,accordinug to Mr. Rain- 
water, just been completed. Each of the 
seven gentlemen was then assessed $600, and 
the $4,200 thus contributed was devoted to the 
payment of the engineers and sundry 
incidentals. This wakes u total of 
a littl more than $5,000 put § into 
this gigantic enterprise within a year. Little 
or nothing was paid forthe incorporation of 
the company. It was incorporated under the 
laws of Illinois. If it had been incorporated 
in Missouri the incorporators would have 
been compelled to pay up 50 per cent of the 
capital stock aud to have spent several 
hundred dollars in fees at Jefferson 
City. Observing that economy, which 
is popularly supposed to be the road 
to weulth, the St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge 
Company was incorporated under the laws of 
lilinois. This compels the directors of the 
company whenever they wish to hold a meet- 
ing tocross the river tothe east shore and 
then adjourn to some point in St. Louis. 

The St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange has a 
claim on the Bridge Company for money ex- 
pended in behalf of the project. Inthe ex- 
pense account of the Exchange for the year 
1886, appears an item of nearly $700 for trips 
of delegations to Washington and Chicago. 
The trip to Washington was made by some of 
the incorporators of the Merchants’ Bridge 
Company to urge the passage of the bridge 
bili. The two trips are lumped, but over $400 
was paid forthe Washington trips, according 
to Secretary Morgan. 

FRANK GAIENNIE, 


President of the Merchants’ Exchange, was 
asked yesterday whether or not, in his opin- 
ion, the interests of the Exchange entrusted 
to the gentleinen of the Merchants’ Bridge 
Company had been properly cared for by 
them. It will be remembered that the Direct- 
ors of the Exchange passed resolutions thank- 
ing the gentlemen of the Merchants Bridge 
Company for their work and requesting them to 
build the bridge. Mr. Gaiennie said: ‘‘Ido 
not like to puss judgment on these gentlemen. 
Ido not like to say whether or not they have 
neglected their stewardship and loitered in 
the discharge of their duty. It does seem to 
me though that this work has been delayed.’’ 

‘‘Are these gentlemen not morally responsi- 
ble to the Exchange?’’ 

‘*Not only that, but I think the Exchange in 
turning the matter over to them retained 
a certain interest, in it as expressed in the res- 
Olutions adopted. Iam free to say that at the 
time I was in favor of havingthe Exchange 
wash its hands of the entire matter. You 
know it was at first intended thatthe Ex- 
change should take hold of the bridge. When 
it was found that the Exchange could not do 
so, I was in favor of placing the matter 
unreservedly inthe hands of the gentlemen 
who had undertaken to build the bridge. 
Then the responsibility to the community 
would have been entirely theirs. As it is, 
these gentlemen obtained their bridge fran- 
chise through the influence of the Merchants’ 
Exchange and the Exchange through its 
Transportation Committee and Boar of Di- 
rectors helped them obtain their terminal 
franchise. Ithink they are responsible to the 
Exchange.’’ 

‘‘Do you think that the Exchange has a 
right to ask areportof the progress of their 
work?’’

‘‘Do you think it about time for them to 
make a report?’’ 

‘*‘I think they might make a report now.’’ 

‘*Will the directors at their next meeting ask 
for an accounting?’ 

‘‘I cannot say. For wyself, I would dislike 
to interpose anything in the way of any 
financial negotiations that might be in 
progress. Perhaps the publications in the 
PostT-DISPATCH will bring out an explana- 
tion.’’

EAST ST. LOUIS. 


Fight Over a Fee—Whitney’s Whereabouts— 
Items Across the River. 


A legal fight over a fee is now in progress be- 
tween F. G. Cockerell and Mortimore Millard, 
two prominent attorneys of St. Clair County, 
and is attracting much attention from the 
members of the bar. It seems that about 
eighteen months ago Millard had a suit pend- 
inginthe Oircuit Court of Richland County 


against that county for a fee of $15,000. This 
fee was for services rendered the county 
in regard to certain bonds. The county con- 
tested the fee, claiming that it had received 
no substantial benefit from Millard’s sery- 
ices. Millard claimed that he had been pre- 
vented by the authorities from performing 
the services which he had been employed to 
render. The case was tried twice in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Richland County and decided 
once in favor of Millard and once in favor of 
the county, and was both times reversed by 
the Appellate Court. After the case was re- 
manded the lasttime Millard employed F. G, 
Cockerell to assist him in fighting it. A writ- 
ten contract was drawn up and signed by 
Millardin which he agreed to pay, and did 
pay, Cockerell $100 to assist him in getting a 
change of venue from the Richland County 
Circuit Court. In the agreement it was further 
Stipulated that upon a trial of the case, 
or a compromise-of it,Cockerell should receive 
out of any judgment. or apy amount derived 
by compromise, the further sum of $900. In 
pursuance of this agreement Cockerell and R. 
A. Halbert, his partner, appeared in the 
Richland County Circuit Court and obtained a 
change of venue to the Circuit Court of Salem, 
in Monroe County. Last August a judg- 
ment was rendered by agreementin Millard’s 
favor for $5,000. Itis said that before the set- 
tlernent was made Cockereil agreed with Mil- 
lard to accept $600, provided Millard would 
pay bim the cash, and that Millard agreed to 
this proposition. It is also said 
that afterward Millard cCecided that he 
would rather not pay the $500, but preferred to 
let the contract stand—that is, to give Cock- 
erell $900 when the judgment was paid. On 
the day the judgment was rendered Cockerell 
placed his assignment on file with the Circuit 
Clerk at Salem. Soon after the Workingmen’s 
Bank in East St. Louis placed an assignment 
on file which Millard bad given to George 
Dausch, ex-cashier of the bank, and which 
Dausch transferred tothe bank to makeup a 
shortage in his accounts. This assignment was 
drawn before Cockerell’s,and by it Millard had 
transferred the full amount of the judgment to 
Dausch, but the county having paid the judg- 
ment the bank recognized the priority of 
Cockerell’s claim and only collected $4,100, 
leaving $900 for Cockerell. 

Millard now objects to Cockerell’s claim,and 
refused to allow him to draw the money, 
notifying the Circuit Clerk at Salem not to 
pay him. It was reported to-day that Millard 
was at Sulem yesterday and drew the money 
xiving bond to repay it should the court hold 
that Cockerell was entitled to it for his serv- 
ices. 

In the City Court this morning Sebastian 
Fietsam, administrator of the estute of Aaron 
Shouse, began suit against the St. Louis, Alton 
& Terre Haute Railroad Company for $5,000. 
Shouse wus killed several months ago by fail- 
ing from a car on the road. The suit is 
brought in the interest of his heirs. Suit was 
also brought by Mrs.Sarah A. MeClung against 
Mr. Henry Sackman for $2,000 fur trespass. Mr. 
Sackiwwan isan ex-Alderman and an oflicer of the 
Wigyins Ferry Company. He has bis residence 
on the island and Mrs. McClung claims that 
his house, which is builtso as to exciude all 
lizhtfrom the windows on one side of her 
dwelling, is built partly on ber property. 

The whereabouts of Vincent B. Whitney, 
the defaulting depot-master, are still a mys- 
tery. His downtall is regretted by all who 
know him and much sympathy is felt for his 
wife and beautiful young lady daughter. The 
claim of Fred Henze and John Hill against his 
personal property, amounting to $335, was 
settled last evenin by Mr. Thos. 
L Fekete, who holds a bill of 
sale on the personal effects, agreeing 
to give the claimants two fine horses and a 
buggy in settlement of theirclaim. The claim 
of William Ortygier, the Missouri avenue car- 
riage maker, for $240 will be contested.

OW can I get married?’’ is the 
commonest question that the 
Recorder of Deeds and mar- 
riage licenses has to answer. 
‘*First, you must make sure 
of the lady,’’ is the answer 
which would pass asa witti- 
cism probably anywhere 
but in the Recorder's Office, where it 
causesa look of pain and weariness to pass 
over the faces of the sixty or more employes. 

That the same question and the same answer 
will not torment generations to come there is 
little hope. There seems to beas much ig- 
norance of the way to get into the earthly 
heaven as there is of entering the celestial 
paradise. Therefore, it is not strange that the 
motto in the Court-house is: ‘‘Love is notonly 
blind, but is a fool, too.’’ 

There was a time, though, when getting 
married was as simple as falling off the pro- 
verbiallog. That was before 1881. Alla per- 
son hadtodo then was to make sure of the 
girl and the preacher, and the deed was done. 
But after July 19, 1881, there was no way of 
binding two loving hearts without red tape. 
‘*Blest be the tie that binds’’ bas given way 
to ‘‘Blest be the tape tnat binds.’’ Since that 
date 50,000 hearts bave been linked together, 
at least 25,000 pieces of tape have been pur- 
chased, and it would be an impeachment of 
the stability of human affection to insinuate 
that all the knots were not tied. 

That cruel law took a great deal of the ro- 
mance out of weddings. Instead of catching 
one’s girl as she threw herself out of the win- 
dow and dashing through the darkness toa 
neighboring parson, one has to go about the 
preparations as deliberately asif it were any 
other other business transaction. After get- 
ting the girl, which, thank heaven, is done 
in thesame old way, one must take her down 
to the license office. It wasn’t so until very 
recently, and is due entirely to Recorder 
Hobbs’ order. He is a young man, andof 
course has not forgotten the ways of 
the boys. The risk was so great in 
issuing licenses to ladies represented by 
proxy that he made an order that both 
parties would have to appear before him, 

In the marriage department of his office the 
Recorder is aregular autocrat. The law al!- 
lows himto make himself absolutely secure 


before issuing a license. Soif one of the par- 
ties looks under age the Recorder can refuse 
the license until the age is proved up. As he 
is liable to a criminal fine of $500 and a suit for 
damages if he issues a license to persons un- 
der ave, the law leaves nearly everything to 
his own judgment. 

Well, when both parties appear at the office 
they must swear that they are single and of 
marriageable age. If first cousins they can 
marry, but cannot if more closely reiated. If 
one of the parties is colored the color must be 
less than an eighth. A man’s marriageable 
age is 21;a woman’s 18. These facts are testi- 
fied to by signing an application and affidavit 
allin one, which isswornto. The license, for 
which a fee of $1 is charged, is then issued. 
The affidavit is atonce entered ina large ledger, 
properly indexed, sothatit can be referred 
to at once in case of legal dispute. The 
license, after the ceremony is per- 
formed, must be returned w thin ninety 
ee to the Recorder's office by the person 
solemnizing the marriage.

Cattle- Inspector John Finn to-day submitted 
the following report to Health Commissioner 
Dudley, showing the number of inspections 
made during the year énding on the Ist inst. - 

‘‘T would respectfully report, according to 
your instruction, that during the year ending 
October 1, 1887, the following stock was re- 
ceived and inspected at the National and Ua- 
ion Stock Yards: 


‘*Of these 1,069 cattle were dead and 2,08lslow 
and crippled; 1,7% sheep dead and 2,404 slow 
and crippled; 7,067 hogs dead and 6,740 siow 
and crippled. 

‘*I would further report about 5,000 calves 
and about 3,000 lambs received in this market, 
of which a large number were too young for 
human food. I would further state that our 
inspection is not effective for the reason that 
the inspectors have no powers in relation to 
live animals, and until the ordinance is 
changed our citizens will eat bad and un- 
healthy meatsin spite of all the inspectors 
can do to prevent it. The ordinance should 
be changed for the protection of our citizens.’’ 
In explanation of this report Inspector Fin. 
said: ‘‘We are powerless to do anything ex- 
cept where diseased meat is exposed for sale. 
No matter what the condition of the animal 
may be we cannot direct its disposition, and 
with the limited force we have, it is impossible 
for usto follow up diseased cattle to learn 
what disposition is made of the meat after 
slaughter. A short time ago we had 
one case of a badly crippled and 
slow bullock, which we knew was unfit 


for food. Weasked the owner what he pro- 
posed to do with it. He said he wanted to try 
some inoculation experiments or something of 
the kind, but when we returned from our in- 
spection in the evening the sick bullock was 
gone and there our powers ended. Though 
we suspected that the animal bad been killed 
for food wecould do nothing further in the 
case. All we can doon discovering d 

meat is to condemn it and to require the 
owner to report by affidavit its disposition to 
the Health Commissioner. Our laws on the 
subject are very poor, as they do not give tae 
power necessary to accomplish the object in- 
tended by the law-makers. 

The Kansas City law is a great Improvement 
on the legal provisions under which the &t. 
Louis inspectors are working. In that market 
the inspectors’ powers are defined as follows: 
‘*FHle shall have power,and it shall be his duty 
to take charge and possession of any and all 
cattle, hogs and stock, used forfood or cull- 
nary purp ses, that may be afflicted and at- 
tacked by any contagious diseases, infections, 
sickness and disease, or any disease and sick- 
ness that would render the animal afflicted 
therewith unfit and unwholesome fur food or 
culinary purposes. And the Meat — 
shall, after taking possession of any such dla- 
eased and sick animal, immediately kill the 
same.’’ 

It is proposed to amend the ordinances o! 
the St. Louis Health Departinent so as to au: 
thorize the officers to take action where dis- 
eased cattle are discovered in the market, 
and to order the disposition of the carcass.

CIRCLES. 


Spurgeon’s Defection Discussed by City 
Clergy—The ‘‘New Theology” Disgusts 
Him — Menday’s Meeting of the Evan- 
gelical Alllance—Pians for Districting 
the City to Be Presented—Athletic Pas- 
ters Promised for St. Louis—Sunday Sub- 
jects and Pulpit Points. 


The cable announcement that Rev. Charles 
H. Spurgeon of London had withdrawn from 
the Baptist Union created a good deal of talk 
among the localclergy of all denominations 
yesterday, Mr. Spurgeon’s fame being a pos- 
session ofthe entire Christian world. As 4 
writer and publisher of sermons he is 
the most prolific minister in the 
world, and these combined with his 
great success as a popular pastor. in 
London have made him universally known. 
Some of the pastorsof other denominations 
insist that Mr. Spurgeon bas left the Baptist 
faith, practically, but this isdenied by Rev. 
Dr. W. H. Williams, editor of the Central 
Baptist, who says: ‘‘The idea of the great 
preacher having left the Baptist denomination 
Ieannot believe. The cable account Is too 
meager. But to say he has withdrawn 
from the denomination is to say 
] would do the same if I 
should withdraw from the meeting of 
the Baptist ministers in St. Louis. That is all 
that is meant by the union. Mr. Spurgeon is 
not a close or an open communionist in the 
strict sense ofthe word, but substantially he is 
aclose. But itis not onthe question of coin- 
munion that he has stepped out, It is the 
‘‘new theology’’ with which he has long been 
atouts. The ‘new theology’ is too agnostic 
in its leanings to suit Mr. Spurgeon and as his 
brethren in the union were extensively 


preaching it he stepped down and out of the 
union. Mr, Spurgeon is orthodox through 
and through.’’ 

REV. J. H. 
editor of the Christian 
organ, said: ‘‘Mr. Spurgeon is a pessimist 
and has long believed theology was going to 
the bow-bows. He has had the idea he was 
the great orthodox bulwark, a dike to prevent 
the country from being flooded with the new 
theology.’’ 

Before his withdrawal had been announced 
the Central Baptist bad the following about 
him this week: ‘‘Mr. Spurgeon of London has 

iven a note of alarm in regard of the minis- 
ere of his country. He fears that a great deal 
ofthe heresy ca lea ‘new theology’ is being 
preached. Some have said that he Is taking 
a pessimistic view of the watter, an 
have gone so (far as to attribute 
his pessimism to the physical afiiic- 
tlon from which Mr. Spurgeon suffers. The 
intimation is cowardly and unkind. And a 
brother who bas been personally acquainted 
with Mr. Spurweon for several years tells us 
that Mr. Spurgeon’s recent articles on the 
subject are the result of several years of care-

Pretty Nellie Kaane’s Flopement With an 
Old Bachelor.

- The Dalmatians Said to Have the Lead en 
the Pacific Coast, 


From the San Francisco Examiner. 


A revival of the old fancy for carriage 
flogs, or coach dogs, as they are called in 
Mogiand, is observable among local 
drivers of fine rigs. Inthe purk and 
along the suburbandriveways it is getting 
to be a very common thing, this dog- 
under-the-wagon idea, and the quiet yet 
searching demand for the handsome Dal- 
matian breed. usually kept for this pur- 
pose, has materially increased the price 
of such dogs. A pretty spotted dog, well 
trained and not too fat, often brings a 
fancy price, all the way from $25 to $150 
being paid for the breed, according to

Other dogs besidesthe Dalmatian are 
sometimes used for this purpose, but they 
arenotso easily trained. Itis not likely 
that this rises from any inherent inabil- 
ity on the part of the outsiders to compre- 
hend what is required of them and to fol- 
low their peculiar line of duty. The most 
reasonable explanation ofthe matter is 
that generations of Dalmatian dogs have 
been schooled to carriage running until 
it has become the natural and unques- 
tioned prerogative of the breedto lay 
claim to and receive all the honors due to 
this important station in dog life. 

Still there are drivers who, from sheer 
ververseness or crankiness, are attempt- 
ng to overthrow the Dalmatian and set 
up in his place their own particular pet 
species. Some ofthese are having their 
labor for their pains. In order to induce 
n Newfoundland, terrier or collie to run 
under a wagon it is sometimes necessary 
toattacha piece of meat tothe forward 
axle, from which the animal can take an 
occasional bite, but when the meat is 

one or the dog’s hunger is satisfied he is 

ust as likely to make a break on the side 

ofthe road or run a few hundred feet 
ahead as he is to remain in his posi- 
tion. The bu!ldog is more easily trained, 
but, being an unruly creature, is seldom 
affected by pleasure-drivers. Farmers 
sometimes train bulldogs to run under the 
wagon or between the horses, and their 
services are often very valuable where it 
is found necessary to leavethe team at 
the post, as a lively young bulldog will 
allow no strangers to meddle with any- 
thing in the wagon nor to unhitch the 
hotses, sometimes going so far in his 
watchfulness as to permit no one to ap- 

roach the vehicle without giving a warn- 

ng growl and displaying asetof threaten- 

ing fangs. 

The origin of the Dalmatian breed is un- 
certain. The dog is remarkably hand- 
some, being claimed by many fanciers to 
be the finest for physical attractions of 
any known in the world. The breed is ap- 

arently betweenthe hound and pointer. 

‘he dog always has a smooth white coat, 
thickly marked with rounded black spots. 
His tail is generally destitute of brush. 
The name Dalmatian is said tobe alto- 
gether misleading. It is supposed by 
students of ‘‘dogology” that the breed 
may have been brought from India,where 
avery similar kind of dog exists. 

The reason for relegating him to the 
stables—as has always been dope in Eng- 
land, and not always, though very fre- 
quently, in this country—is that he is not 
sufficiently keen-scented or sagacious to 
be of use for hunting, and is utterly 
worthless for watching, being of a very 
inoffensive disposition. 

A gentleman of this city who owns 
several Dalmatians says that they are not 
difficult to train. 

‘**They become attached to the horses,” 
says he, ‘‘so that they wantto be con- 
stantlyin their company, and will not 
hesitate to follow them without a single 
call from the driver, no matter what the 
weather may be. It is ~y neces- 
sary to keep your og in 
the stable and he very soon be- 
comes acquainted, s0 to speak, with the 
‘horses, and though you might change 
drivers every dayof the year and car- 
riages fully as. often, it would make no 
difference to the dog, He would want to 

0 out every time the horses’ were 

arnessed. Do they have preferences in 
the matter of horses? Well, I should 

Bay. I have one young dog who bas a 
particular liking for a chestnut mare of 
mine, and the friendship-is mutual, too, 
for the mare would hate very much to go 
out without the dog and would makea 
fuss over itif his companionship were de- 
nied her; but the greatest interest in 
the matter is, of course, taken by 
the dog. When the harness are 
taken down by the stable boy he is 
all attention, andif one is placed on the 
chestnut the dog manifests his delight by 
bouncing about the stable, barking and 
1 goapy 2 his mouth in a big dog-grin. But 
if this favorite’s stall is not entered by the 
boy with the harness, then he ts the sober- 
est dog youeversaw. He suddenly loses 
all interest in the proceedings ‘and lies 
down with a disappointed air. 

‘*‘How much are my dogs worth? Well, 
ifI were to sell them I should want at 
least $200 each. but I suppose you could 
buy other dogs much cheaper. Still, I 
have known owners of very pretty car- 
riage dogs who held their animals much 
higher than mine, though possibly for the 
reason that they were not for sale.’’

An American Missionary Describes a Fall 
of Manna. 
Boston Correspondent of the New York Sun 

Mr. Cole of Bitlis, a missionary of the 
American Board in Eastern Turkey, in 
describing a journey from Harpoot to 
Bitlis, says: 

**We traveled for four days througha 
region where had newly fallen a remarka- 
ble deposit of heavenly bread—as the 
natives sometimes call it—manna. There 
were extensive forests of scrubby oaks, 
and most of the deposit was on _ the 
leaves.

Some of them plunge into 
kettles of boiling water the newly-cut 
branches of the oaks, which washes off 
the deposit until the water becomes so 
sweet as to remind the Yankee of a verit- 
able sugaring off in the old Granite State 
as he takes sips of it. Other companies of 
natives may be seen vigorously beating 
with sticks the branches,that from having 
been spread on the ground bave so dried 
that the glistening crystals fall readily 
upon the carpet spread to receive them. 
The crystals are separated from the pieces 
of leaves by a sieve, and then the manna 
is pressed into cakes for use. The manna 
is in great demand among these Oriental 
Christians. As we were traveling through 
arather dry region the article came in 
play for our plain repasts.’’

THE CATTLE QUARANTINE. 


MxeGeo. H. Warner Discusses the Import- 
ance of That Issue. 


Geo. H. Warner of Abilene, Tex., a large 
cattle owner who is on his way to New York, 
remarked this afternoon to a Posr-DISPATCH 
reporter: ‘*‘The cattle convention which is to 
be held next month at Kansas City, al- 
though It will not be as large as tome of its 
predecessors, will probably be the most 


important that has ever met. The great ques- 
tion to be brought before it, is that of cattle 
quarantine.
